2. Urban Renewal will NOT cause any in- 
crease in city taxes. The North Main Street 
Project is being carried out with no cost 
to the City of Hazard. 



5. The law requires families who live on 
North Main Street to be relocated in safe, 
sanitary and decent housing. Up to $200 
per family will be paid for moving costs. 



3. The total project will costone million dol- 
lars. The City is responsible for 25% of 
this amount, or $250,000. But this obli- 
gation does not involve City tax money. 
The City's share will be provided in the fol- 
lowing manner: 



6. Businesses will be reimbursed for their 
cost of moving to a new location. 



$165,000— The State Highway Department. 
The Highway Department will build a 
42-foot wide street from the Post Of- 
fice to the intersection of North Main 
Street and the By-Pass. This construc- 
tion will be financed by Highway De- 
partment funds. The City of Hazard 
will receive credit for this amount to- 
ward its share of the total cost. 

$40,000— The Roscoe Davis Dam. This dam 
is already built and paid for. But since 
it represents a public improvement in 
the renewal area, the City receives 
credit for this amount on its share of 
the total cost. 



$45,000 - Here is Hazard's only direct re- 
sponsibility in carrying out the North 
Main Street Urban Renewal Project. 
The City's normal work force will tear 
down the buildings in the project area 
and lay new water and sewer lines. 
This work will satisfy the City's $45,- 
000 cash obligation. In other words, 
instead of paying this amount to the 
government in cash, the City will sim- 
ply work off its debt with its existing 
work force and equipment. 



7. North Main Street property will be pur- 
chased at the fair market value after two, 
and sometimes three, appraisals. No proper- 
ty owner in the North Main Street area has as 
yet been offered any price for his property. 
Final appraisals have not yet been made. 



8. After the land is purchased and cleared of 
substandard buildings, it will then be sold 
at the fair market value for new develop- 
ment. Each firm presently doing business in 
fhe North Main area will have first priority 
in purchasing land for relocation of their 
present business in the project area. Land 
not purchased by businesses presently in the 
area will be sold at public auction for new 
development.
